the veteran Montreal sportswriters were looking one another and asking: 
“Who was that No. 4?” 

No. 4, of course, is Frenchman Francois Lacombe; ight 20-year-old de- 
fense prospect for the Seals who has the misfortune of comifgyinto an organiza- 
tion loaded with young talent. Were it a little different, Fr MR might be right 
in the thick of the running for the Calder Trophy as the leagu p rookie. 

That night in Montreal, Lacombe played an alert ee. , despite 
fantastic personal pressure. 

You see, Lacombe grew up in Montreal and was a former, and very 
busy, member of the heralded Junior Canadiens of the Ontario Junior os

The first time the Oakland Seals visited ce this season, they stopped 


the primary breeding grounds for future wearers of the Canadiens’ Re 
Blue. He had a few things to prove. 

“You don’t mean,” said one of those sportswriters, “that that’s the sam 
Frank Lacombe who was with Jr. Canadiens last year, do you? What a differ- 
ence. I think Canadiens could use him right now.” 

That's the impression many NHL observers have now about the solidly 
built 5-9, 185-pound rookie, youngest of the Seals. 

Lacombe came to Oakland in an off-season deal with Montreal which sent 
Wally Boyer and Al (Boom, Boom) Caron to Montreal for Norm Ferguson, 
Stan Fuller, and a one-time Jr. Canadiens teammate, left wing Michele Jacques. 

Right from training camp it was evident that young Frank had the stuff. 

“Vd have to say that Frank is probably the best defenseman in NHL for 
his age,” says Seal general manager Frank Selke. But he quickly adds that he 
isn’t including Boston’s Bobby Orr who fits mto a class by himself. 

“Frank has really developed quickly. He’s quick, has a fairly good shot and 
makes a pretty nifty pass. Not only that, he has pretty admirable poise. There’s 
no question that he’s going to be a great one some day.” 

The rapid development rate is, perhaps, the most important thing about 
Lacombe. He had limited experience when he came to Oakland. He played 
only as a fifth defense for the Junior Canadiens and really didn’t get too much 
ice time. Despite that, he stepped in, determined that he could play in the NHL. 
That kind of self-confidence has made it possible for him to make it, and to stay 
as a valuable asset. 

Since he is just a first year professional, the Seals will not have to protect 
him when the draft comes around in June and that makes him even more valu- 
able. Because instead of having one player to freeze, the Seals can protect two. 

Since the Seals acquired defensive veteran Dick Mattiussi from Pittsburgh, 
Frank has been working as fifth blueliner. In so far this season, Frank had scored 
twice and had 12 assists through March 9.

History

Last season saw the NHL embark upon its second half 
century with exactly twice the number of teams it had at 
the end of its first fifty years. Major league hockey, which 
only yesterday extended no farther than the Mississippi 
River, now stretches from Boston to Lee yiecies 


The NHL was born in Montreal on No er 22, 1917. 
Representatives from two Montreal teams, club from 
Quebec and one from Ottawa laid the corners ODE. When 
play actually started on December 19 the QuebO fran 
chise was in limbo, but the Toronto Arenas joined téey 
off the schedule. The first president and secretary- 


surer of the league was Frank Calder, later to be ea 


by the “Rookie of the Year” award, the Calder Trophy. 


The Twenties were years of bathtub gin, hot jazz and 
the maturing of the NHL. By 1925 three American teams 
had become part of the league. New York and Boston be- 
came mainstays while the Pittsburgh club transferred five 
years later to Philadelphia. Philadelphia hung on for one 
season then it too left. It was to be 27 years before Penn- 
sylvania would put its largest cities back into major league 
hockey. 


Inclusion of three more American entries in 1926 
brought the league to ten teams which were divided into 
two divisions, Canadian and American. The Chicago 
Black Hawks, New York Rangers and Detroit Cougers 
made their debuts. The league now had two New York 
franchises with the original, the Americans, in the Cana- 
dian division. 1926 was also the year that hockey’s most 
coveted prize, the Stanley Cup, became a permanent pos- 
session of the league. 


With Philadelphia’s departure in the early Thirties the 
NHL was down to nine clubs. Then Ottawa sent its fran- 
chise packing to St. Louis in 1934. The Eagles, forerunners 
of the present Blues, lasted one year. By the late Thirties 
it was an eight team loop. 


Shortly before World War II the league melted to six 
teams. The Montreal Maroons, who had hung on for 14 
years, called it quits. The Brooklyn Americans, formerly 
New York, followed on their heels. The six team league 
stood (unchanged) for 25 years. 


When the war ended the players came home to find that 
they had gained a 60 game schedule. In the post-war 


period they also achieved the first player bonuses and, 
playoff guarantees. Then, in 1947, another milestone: the 


first All-Star game. The puck had just started sliding 
toward the players’ end of the rink. 1948 brought the NHL 
Pension Society and the annual presentation of the Art 
Ross Trophy to the league scoring champion. 


The turn into the Fifties marked the introduction of 
the 70 game schedule. It also bode well for the defensive 
half of the game. In 1953, with the Art Ross Trophy 
already five years old, the James Norris (Memorial) 


a ophy was established to honor the league’s premier 


nseman. One year later the intra-league draft was 
d to provide a more effective means of assuring the 
ty of quality players. 


The t of the Fifties was increasing prosperity, and 
the NHL’s ers were in full swing with the times. In 
1957, with th AD. t ten years of their pension plan com- 
pleted, the playehttgualed for a revision. The revised plan 
assured the participants of tremendously increased bene- 
fits. The players’ playoff awards were also substantially 
increased. And the players finally achieved representation 
in their own behalf as an Owner-Player council became 
a reality. 5 


With the coming of the “New Frontier,” the league once 
again followed suit and decided that it was high time to 
honor its heroes. The top NHL executives completed ar- 
rangements with the Canadian National Exhibition and 
the city of Toronto for construction of a Hockey Hall of 
Fame in Exhibition Park on the shores of Lake Ontario. 
The Hall officially opened in August of 1961. 


And then. Two million dollars was the price tag; expan- 
sion was the design. Years of hesitation and trepidation 
culminated in reality. June 6th and 7th were the dates 
set. Six new teams would draft 120 new faces. When all 
the preliminaries were completed, the decision: two divi- 
sions playing a 74 game schedule. This season two more 
games have been added with the new teams meeting the 
old teams six times, and each other eight times. Expansion 
has succeeded, and parity is just around the corner.
